WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Monday 
granted President Donald Trump’s 
request to fully enforce his revised 
order banning travel to the United 
States by residents of six mostly 
Muslim countries while legal chal- 
lenges to it proceed in lower courts.

House, which has seen the courts 
trim back various iterations of the 
travel ban, and it bodes well for the 
administration if the Supreme 
Court is called upon to finally 
decide the merits of the president’s 
actions.

GOP Tax Bill 
Not Kind To 
Universities, 
Homeowners

Homeowners in Connecticut with crum- 
bling foundations and Yale University could 
be among the losers if the tax legislation that 
passed the U.S. Senate over the weekend is 
signed into law by President Donald Trump. 

The tax debate has been sharply partisan, 
with Republicans saying it will reduce taxes 
on the middle class and Democrats saying 
the opposite. 

Multiple nonpartisan analyses agree that 
corporations and the wealthy will see the 
greatest benefits from the tax bill. Filers that 


take the standard deduction will benefit 
more than those that itemize. 


Taxpayers in high-tax states like Con- 


necticut stand to lose more than those in 
low-tax states because of changes to the 
state and local tax deduction. 

Trump has said he wants to sign a tax bill 
by Christmas. However, the House and 
Senate versions of the tax bill must first be 
reconciled in a conference committee.
